M'CARTHY GETS
SALARY INCREASE

Mayor Taylor,; However, AVilh-
holds Signature From

Ordinance.
Tho ordinance fixing the lalnry of City

Accountant i.'nrlton McCarthy at «j2.-10O
Vier year, Instead of $1,800, ns heretofore,
became law yesterday, without the ap¬

proval of Mayor Taylor, Ills Honor hav¬
ing kept it in ills hands the full flvo

j¡j__l9s allowed by law, nnd then returned
it to City Clerk Ben T. August iwlthout
comment and without his signature.
"Tho ordinance'.hue become law," said

His Honor, h*. speaking of tlie matter yes¬

terday, "but I could not approve It."
There has been no end to the curiosity

displayed In municipal circles concern¬

ing tho probable course, of tho Mayor
with reference to tho ordinance, but in
(he end it look the course generally pre¬
dicted by those Jr. close touch with tíio
session. This Is the only salury Increase
from which Mayor Taylor has withhold
hie approval, though tho salaries of
nearly all the oiilçers'ln tlie city govern¬
ment have been recently increased. Ill's
Honor allowed the recent ordinance, pro¬
viding for the Issuance of .000,000 of
bords, to lake tho same course, Captain,
McCarthy's hand haying -been in the
shaping of the. ordinance, tho financial
views of the two men' not being In ac¬
cord. · ¦

Whatever might have been tho course
of Mayor Taylor .with .reference to the
McCarthy salary'Increase ordinance, tho.
result would havo been tlio same, for
both branches of tho Council would have
passed It over bis,veto, so overwhelming
wns the sentiment in Its favor when it
was originali,»· adopted,
The two men opposed each other for

Mayor In lho last campaign, and since
then they have not communed together
to any great extent. At any rnte, tho
city accountant will now draw tho very
nice salary of "*'_00 per month.

SUSTAINED

Decision of the Supreme Cburt
of 'Appeals Upholds Rules of
Corporation Commission.

THE DEMURRAGE CASE

The Judges of the Highest Court
in the State Unanimous in

the Opinion,

Tho Supremo Court of Appeals handed
tlçwn four opinions ycsbordiiy, one of
which was of far reaching importance,
boing tho unanimous opinion of tho court
In tho'ense of tho Atlantic Const Line
Kullwny Company and others vs. the
Commonwealth of Virginio. ¦¦'
Perhaps no care that has reached the

Supreme Court of Appeals In reewil years
hns attracted ns miioh attention as this

one, and It Is probable that none has
been botter understood by lho publlo
generally.

Ili brief the suit upon which this case
neachos/ the Supremo Coltri, Is one

brought, by tlin lending rnllways doing
business in Virginia, to lest tlin con¬

stitutionality of i-iio lows providing fol¬
lile establishment n.nd operation of tho
Slat« Corporation Commission of Vir¬
ginia, a body with great powers In Vir¬
ginia, created by tlin.Constitutional Con¬
vention, and that has ulneady worked
and I« still working something of n rev¬

olution among corporations lu this State.

The Contention.
The main cotitoiiiloti of Hie railways

is that the constitutional provisions Cre¬

ating the commission and giving It power
are In violation of the letter and spirit
of the Constitution of tho United States,
and that tho rules made by tho com¬

mission for the "egal guidance and for
tht. ratings and proralliigs of. the freight
and passenger departments of tho railways
are in violation of) the laws ot Congress
pertaining to Interstate commerce. Tho
case is.known In common parlance!as the
"Demiirrfige Case."
Tho opinion, which wns written by

Judge John A. Buchanan und concurred
in by all the Judges, sustains tlvs Cor¬

poration Commission in nil particulars.
It. is a lengthy and very interesting legal
documenti covering thirty pages of legal
cap, closely. typowritten.
It Is an exhausted review of tlio con¬

stitutional enactment creating tho com¬

mission and the. laws made by the Legis¬
lature to carry out the purposes of tho
Constitutional Convention nnd of the
laws of Congress that bear upon tlie

general subject and concludes ns fol¬
lows:

"Thero uclng no objection made
here to the reasonableness or Justness
of the rules nnd regulations in qiles-
tlon, and their validity being attack¬
ed only to the extent of their appli¬
cation to Interstate and foreign com-

inorce, nnd In so far ns they may

deprivo the appellants of tlie use ot
their property without due process
of law, wo are, therefore, of
opinion that the said rules and regu¬
lations aro rea8ona...e, Just and valid,
except In so far ns they may In their
operation directly entrench upon the
commerce clause of the Constitution
of tlio United States or violate some
right, of the appellants protected by
that Instrument. «

"And we are further of tho opinion
Hint the question of their validity, so

far as affected by the. Constitution of
tho United States, may be raised and
determined In any case In which that
question could bo raised nnd deter¬
mined, If the rules and regulations In

question had been enacted as statutes
by the General Assembly, except as

prohibited by sub-section '$' of sec¬

tion 156 of the Constitution."

Lynchburg Case.
Judge George M. Morrison wrote the

opinion of the court In tiie case of Lynch-
btirg cotton mills vs. Stanley, etc. The
case came up on an appeal from tlio
Circuit Court of Lynchburg and the de¬
cision affirms the rulings of the lower
court.
Fitzhugh Stanley, an employe of the

Lynchburg cotton mills, was injured while
at work for the company. In the trial of
the case he was given a verdict of "fö.OfiO.
and from', this tlio company appealed,
Tho court in its opinion held that lho
evidence substantiated the charge of neg¬
ligence on the part of tlie company, that
on Infant between tho ages of seven and
fourteen cannot, in law, lie'guilty of
contributory negligence. Tho hoy -was

Injured while playing with a belt on'a
rapidly revolving pulley.an act the men
In charge did not prevent, or try to pre¬
vent.

commencement of this litigation, who are
yot living and who are not parties to the
proceedings. Tho Issue as to the validity
of the will Is distinctly made by the
pleadings; nnd the question, whether or

not the grandchildren hayo an interest
In the subject matter of ilio lltigryiion,
and if so, the extent of their Interest, de¬
pends upon tlio determina lion of that
question. This being the caso it Is plain
that the rights of tho grandchildren are
directly involved In the controvery and
must be affected by any decree that
may be pronounced. They are, therefore,
Indispensable parties to tlio suit. The
principle Is fundamental nnd lies at Ilio
foundation of tho administration of jus¬
tice that every person whoso Interests
fli'e immediately Involved In a cause must
bo made a party and nffonleil an oppor¬
tunity to assert, or défend his rights."
"it follows from these views," con¬

cludes tho court, "Ihnt the Circuit Court
erred In pausing (lie decree appealed
from, lu a suit to which tlie grand¬
children of the testator were not parties,"

Judgment Reversed,
In the case of Worlt-n vs. tho Norfolk

and Atlanti« Tennlnal Company, that
caino up from lho Court of Law and
Chancery of Norfolk. Judge Harrison
wrulo the briof opinion. In which it was
held that the lowpr court erred |?·. setting
osldo a, verdict for an injured* party, be¬
cause, in ihe opinion of tho lower court,
the preponderance' of evidence did not
tend to justify tlin verdict of tho Jury,
The court lays down this '.principio:
"Tho jury muy discord tlio preponder¬
ano,, oí evidence us unworthy of cre-
derco ami accept the evidence of u single
wllnvsi}· upon which to buse their ver-
